The tornado which has just swept away 
the Town’ of Marshfield,’ Webster County, 
Mo., was a destructive phenomenon.

A QUESTION OF NATIONAL HONOR. 
Mr. Epsmunbs, in bringing to a close a 
long and indecisive: debate in, the Senate 
yesterday on the Geneva Award bill, assured 
his fellow-Senators. that they need not be 
concerned as to any injury. which their 
decision. one ‘way or the — other 
might inflict’ upon. the reputation of 
the nation.

He ‘is the-advocate, and 
the only one of any considerable weight in 
the Senate; of a policy with reference to the 
award, which alone can bring discredit upon 
the.country. \ There is no doubt that he has 
satisfied his-own mind that if two-thirds of 
the award is paid for claims which were re- 
jected at Geneva, and refused: for claims 
without which. the Inoney ' would never 
have’ been got at all, there will 
be. no -injury to .the national honor. 
But the Senator’s view is, unfortunately, not 
a common-sense view, and not one, which. is 
likely to prevail either abroad or at home. 
No such course as he sustains can be taken 
without sacrificing the’ respect of those in” 
other countries whose opinion is worth hav: 

ing, or ‘without sacrificing the self-respect 

of the American people, © If we openly dis- 

regard the plain obligations of fair deal. 
ing in this matter, we may justify our- 

selves by a strained interpretation of the ° 
duty which our Government has assumed, 

but we cannot as’a people regard our action 
with that sense of unqualified pride which a 
generous and scrupulous observance of the 
requirements of ‘honesty gives. We may 
be excused abroad as having done no’ worse 

than other peoples would have been likely to 
do, and as haying’ only taken advantage of 
some ambiguity in the terms of the award, 

but we shall vutterly fall to receive: that un-

residence, the facilities granted to citizens of 
the United ‘States in . China arg almost 
nothing. It. is forcibly: argued that if the 
privileges granted to Americans in China are 
to be measured by those enjoyed by Chinese 
subjects in the United States, the Chinese 
Empire should be thrown open for “Ameri- 
cans to go wherever they please, and to trade 
as. they please. Notoriously, this state of 
things does not obtain in China, and it is 
likely that such a license to foreigners will 


Celestial Empire remains as itis at present. 

The present war preparations in Ching are 
to be attributed to a new ‘manifestation of 
the anti-foreign feeling which every now and 
then breaks out among the Chinese officers 
who control the Government. It is note-

They promised to become thriving citizens, 
and had sent for their father and mother and 
six brothers and sisters to come and join them.

|. ‘THE WORTH OF THE NATION. 

In the opinion of American citizens, the 
nation. is worth about eight hundred dollars, 
or the value of an oyster-sloop.. ‘This being 
the case, it is astonishing that they should 
waste 80 much time and health in empty pro- 
| fessions of. their regard oe ere 
welfare, 

‘We can judge pretty. fairly of the ntie 
which is attached to any particular thing by 
the care which those interested in it give to 
its saféty. . For example, a river steam-boat 
is required to have..its boilers in safe condi- 
tion, and to be supplied. with means of put- 
ting out a fire, and a sea-going steamer is 
compelled to carry a sufficient number of 
boats to contain all her crew and passengers 
in case of accident. It is evident from these 
and other provisions of the same general 
character, that river and sea-going steamers 
are regarded as very valuable... On the other 
hand, the oyster-boat is permitted to go to 
sea without any inspection, and with or 
without. boats. As the oyster-boat is ordi- 
narily worth not over $800, we can under- 
stand why-no provision: for-her safety is re- 
quired. As to the nation, the value set upon 
it by its citizens :mugt be not more than is set 
upon an oyster-boat, since no means of abe 
against its total loss are provided. 

About four years ago the nation was in 
great peril. Being caught in a heavy polit- 
ical typhoon, it was found that it showed 
signs of breaking in two in the middle—a 
species of accident to which: overgrown 
vessels are unpleasantly liable. The weight 
of the Senate at “one end, and of the 
House of Representatives at the other end, 
seemed to be, about to break the back of the 
nation. In this emergency, the discovery 
was made that there was a shameful lack of 
all provisions -for. safety. It was proposed 

by one or two excited persons that the Cap- 
tain should lighten the craft by throwing 
overboard the Constitution, but this extreme 
measure met with no support, There were 
neither boats, rafts, nor life«preservers, and 
it seemed only too probable that a terrible 
disaster’ was at hand. Luckily, one of the 
assistant engineers, by thename of Epmunps, 
‘found a barrel of oil among the stores, and 
prevailed upon a. few cool and intelligent 
comradés to” help him in. trying the experi- 
ment of pouring it°on the water. The re- 
sult was that the sea in the immediate vicin-. 
ity at.onee became more quiet, and the storm 
soon after ceasing, the nation made port in 
It was immediately resolved by almost 
everybody that hereafter the nation should 
not; be caught in ‘another storm without 
being thoroughly equipped and strengthened 
for every emergency. - Nothing, however, 
was really done. «There was a good deal of 
talk about the matter, and half a dozen

safety of the nation at sea, but they were all 
rejected. ‘Some of these’plans had more or

among the young than among the adults and aged; 


among the celibates; among agriculturists and ar- 
tisans than among domiestic servants, day laborers, 
traders, manufacturers, artists, and. members of 
the liberal professions... Summer would seem to be 
the best time to commit suicide, as the number 
rises very much in proportion to the temperature 
of thé months. Entigration reached its maximum 
in 1869, when Switzerland lost 5,206 men, women, 
aud children; in 1877:the number was only 1,691; 
and in 1878 it had increased to 2,608. 


No English ‘physicist of the present genera- 
tion, says the Popular Science Monthly, has won * 
greater distinction, or made more Valuable addi- 
tions to this branch of science, than Jamzs CLERK 
Maxwatt, who died a few months ago in the full- 
ness Of his powers, at the early age of 49. Being 
an accomplished mathematician, and having rare 
powers as an expérimenter, he was exceptionally 
well qualified to carry on those delicate researches 
inthe domain of molecular physics, in which he 
was without arival. Although he hada vivid im- 
aginatfon and rare powers of direct and lucid expo- 
sition, he was. nevertheless not a popular lecturer, 
owing to the nature of the subjécts with which he 
dealt and the close and concentrated style in 
which he treated them. The son of Joun Ciark 
MAxweEtt, he was born in Edinburgh in 1831, gradu- 
ated as Second Wrangler at Cambridge in 1854, and 
‘two. years later became Professor of Natural. Phi- 
losophy in Marischal College, Aberdeen. He was 
Professor of Natural Philosophy and Astronomy 
in King’s College, London, from 1860 to 1865, when, 
on the death of his father, he retired to his. estate 
in Scotland. In 1871-he accepted the newly-created 
_chair of Experimental Physies .in the University of 
Cambridge, where he remained. until his death: 
This position was. more. congenial to his tastes, and 
gave fuller scope to his powers than any he had 
previously held. Prof. Maxwe.i began his scien-. 
tific work at a very early age, and made volumi- 
nous contributions to the transactions of societies 
and scientific periodicals. Before he was 15 he sub- 
mitted, through Prof. ‘Forsus, an important 
mathematical papen to the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh.’ His paper on the * Motion of 'Saturn’s 
Rings * won, in 1857, the’ Adams prize at Cambridge 
University, and -in 1860 he received the Rumford 
Medal from the Royal Society for his. ‘‘ Researches 
on the Composition of Colors,” and other papers on 
optics. He gave much attention to the subject of 
color, treating it with great success, experimentally 
and theoretically, and giving. the results in papers 
extending from 1855 to 1872. Among: his most im- 
portant and valuable investigations were his con- 
tributions to the Kinetic theory of gases. He took 
much interest in graphical statics, on which subject
